ATHLETICS IN REVIEW 

The athletic teams of Holmes Junior College have again been a source of pride to 
the students, faculty and coaches because of their fine sportsmanship and accomplishment. 

The baseball team of 1952 under the able direction of Coach Oliver Poole had a 
splendid season, winning seven games on a nine game schedule. Zack Gray, a promising 
young pitcher, turned in some fine performances on the mound. 

Neither our football team nor the coaches can be judged this year by the number of 
games won and lost Regulations imposed by the Mississippi Junior College Association 
have had a strangling effect on the athletic program as a whole at Holmes. The coaches 
and the boys worked hard, but they could not overcome teams from schools with un- 
limited material of superior weight and experience The boys faced every game with 
determination and spirit and played creditably 

Coach Gordon Carr, serving his first year as basketball coach at Holmes, led his girls 
through a very successful season, winning seventeen of the twenty-four games played 
In addition to coaching the girls, he did an excellent job in helping to coach the boys. 
Holmes Junior College is indeed fortunate in having a young man of Coach Carrs 
caliber and ability, and we feel that his work this year is an example of the fine coaching 
that he will do in the future. 

Coach Frank Branch's boys* basketball team had a good season, winning twenty games 
and losing seven, including tournament play. They went to the finals in both the North 
Mississippi Junior College Tournament and in the Mississippi Junior College Tourna- 
ment, being defeated by Decatur in both. 

As this is Coach Branch's last year of coaching at H J. C, we think it timely to pay 
tribute to him and his coaching record here. Versatile in ability, he has coached all the 
major sports at varying times since he has been connected with the college. During the 
three years that he was head football coach, his teams lost only five of the twenty-nine 
games played, being co-champions one year. That year his team participated in the Laurel 
Lions Bowl Game, the first junior college bowl game in the United States. The next 
year his team played in the initial Toy and Doll Bowl Game in Hattiesburg, winning by 
one touchdown. In the last eight years his boys' basketball teams have ranked among the 
upper four in conference play. Four of these years Holmes has played in the finals in 
state tournament, winning state championship last year. The boys have not lost a confer- 
ence game in the new gymnasium. His girls' teams have followed a similar pattern, rank- 
ing among the top teams in the circuit each year. Whatever success Mr. Branch has 
achieved as a coach he attributes to the fine young men and women who have played on 
his squads. 

It is an outstanding record, Coach Frank. Thank you for your diligence and- loyalty. 
Good luck to you in your new work !
